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Hamptons 
Chopper Ride 
Fares Skyrocket

Costs are soaring for helicopter rides be- 
tween Manhattan and the Hamptons this 
summer thanks to new flight restrictions ex- 
pected to.limit aircraft in and out of the East 
Hampton Airport in Wainscott. 

Representatives of Blade Air Mobility, the 
app-based chopper ride booking service, 
confirmed reports that trips to East Hamp- 
ton Airport will be $1,025 — up nearly 30% 
from $795 per passenger — once new rules 
limit the company to one trip per day, divert- 
ing many of Blade's flights to surrounding 
airports. 

“The Town of East Hampton’s limitations 
on commercial landings at East Hampton 
Airport has necessitated the expansion of 
our schedule to neighboring landing zones,” 
Blade CEO Rob Wiesenthal told Bloomberg, . 
which first reported the story. “Over 90% of 
our current fliers surveyed have indicated 
they will utilize neighboring landing zones if 
faced with a sold out schedule to East Hamp- 
ton.” 

The Federal Aviation Administration has 
approved the Town of East Hampton’s plan to © 
convert its airport from public to private use 
by deactivating the airport 11:59 p.m. May 17 
and activating the new airport in Wainscott ~ 
at 9 a.m. May 19. The switch enables the town 
to enact new flight curfews and other aircraft 
restrictions. The FAA on April 22 formally 
approved the town’s application to provide 
“special procedures,” making instrument 
landings possible at the new airport, which 
will be known as JPX instead of HTO. 

“The FAA approval confirms that all safety 
and operational capabilities that have been . 
available at HTO will be available at JPX 
upon its opening,” the town said.

A proposal to restore the Peconic Jitney, a passen- 
ger ferry that first shuttled passengers between Sag 
Harbor and Greenport a decade ago, has advanced, 
but still faces a few hurdles. 

The Suffolk County Legislature approved the five- 
year ferry license at its April 12 meeting, but the 
village boards whose jurisdiction includes the two 
landing sites have yet to schedule a vote on the con- 
tract to finalize the route. The ferry, a subsidiary of 
the Hampton Jitney bus company that connects pas- 
sengers between New York City and the Hamptons, 
averaged 19 passengers on its 53-passenger boat 
during its 83-day trial run. 

“The water jitney helps to address the lack of 


north- and south-bound transportation options on 
the East End, and we believe it will also promote the 
areas natural assets, helping to stimulate economic 
growth,” Hampton Jitney President Geoffrey Lynch 
said when the service did its trial run in 2012. 
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Drivers trying to get from the South Fork to the” 


North Fork or vice versa currently have two options: 
Dive through Riverhead or cut through Shelter Is- 


. land by taking its two car-carrying ferries. 


The Peconic Jitney wants to use the same termi- 


_nals as it did in 2012: Long Wharf in Sag Harbor and 


Mitchell Park Marina in Greenport. The trip takes 
45 minutes and ferries would run every two hours 
June 17 through September 18. It would run 9 a.m. to 
10 p.m. daily in July and August but June and Sep- 
tember would be limited to Friday through Sunday. 
Suffolk lawmakers also approved the ferry fares: 
Adults are $20 one way or $37 roundtrip, accompa- 


nied minors are $15 one way or $30 roundtrip, $1 for 


pets, $5 for bicycles, and $25 for freight packages.

Riverhead Town Dump Eyed for Solar 


Farm

The Town of Riverhead is considering a proposal to 
build a three-megawatt solar farm at the 70-acre town 
landfill in Calverton in a bid to make use of uninhabit- 
able land, officials said. 

Riverhead officials listened April 21 to a presenta- 
tion from international solar power developer Chang- 
ing Visions of Energy, which is studying the idea and 
will present its findings to the town board in several 
months. 

“Tt is in its exploratory phase,” said Riverhead Town 
Supervisor Yvette Aguiar. “Conceivably, if this project 
moves forward, the project will generate revenue on 
undevelopable town property. It will also reduce town 
operating electrical expenses.” 


The proposal comes as New York State is pushing to 
increase its renewable energy, most notably with sev- 
eral offshore wind farms in various stages of oe 
ment off the coast of Long Island. 

The plan comes about a year after the town enacted 
a moratorium on new solar farms within its borders. 
The company pitched a 25-year lease on the land that 
would generate more than $3.6 million for the town. 
Aguiar said the next step is for the company to sign a 
non-disclosure agreement with the town. 

“If the town is interested and wants to engage us to 
actually go ahead and do it, we will dive in,” said Da- 
vid Froelich, the director of business development at 
CVE’s Manhattan-based North American office, who 
called turning a landfill into a solar farm “an environ- 
mental win-win.”

Ihis November, East and South- 

ampton town residents will find 
a referendum on their ballots that, 
if approved, will provide tens of mil- 
lions of dollars in new funding every 
year to help local people own or rent 
homes here. Currently, they cannot. 
Real estate prices are too high. The 
locals move away, and the fabric of 
our hometown culture is torn 
asunder. This is not only a 
problem for those leaving, it 
is also a problem for those 
who offer employment in 
the Hamptons. Employers 
cannot find workers. 

Here’s a personal story. 
When I first moved out here 
in the 1960s, I bought a small 
800-square-foot cottage in the estate 
section of East Hampton for $9,000. 
Brokers told me it should have sold for 
$14,000 and that I’d gotten it at a bar- 


gain. | lived in it for three years, then _ 


sold it for a huge profit. I got $23, 000 
for it. 

In subsequent years, the cottage 
was sold again and again and about 
six years ago, still.800 square feet, 
it sold for $1.2 million. Last year, the 
cottage was demolished and replaced 
by a McMansion ten times its original 
size which is now for sale for about $5 
million. 

A few people like me can tell you 
these stories. But others cannot. 
Someone paid them $1 million for 
their home and off they go. Had they 
stuck around, as I did, they'd probably 
be able to sell the same house now for 
$3 million. It’s crazy. 

Some of those leaving, still loving 
this place, find homes nearby that 
they can afford in Mastic-Shirley, 
Manorville or Moriches and then 
commute 45 minutes each way to a 
job in the Hamptons. Burn a lot of 
gasoline. Others have moved upstate 
or to North Carolina. And so’our 
hometown culture vanishes. We be- 
come merely a home for the rich, and 
those who serve them (who cannot 
find help.) 

Here are the specifics on this No-

Towers of Trouble: East End Signal — 
Crunch Won't Improve Any Time Soon.

Mi people can agree that mobile service on 
the East End is lacking, a problem that was ex- 
acerbated when city folk flocked east and more East 
Enders started working from home during the pan- 
demic. But while there is general agreement that bet- 
ter cellular service is needed, no one wants a cell tower 
to be placed in their backyard. 

Proposals for various towers are in the works to 
meet service demand, but these projects have been 
slowed by local opposition, and the East End is fac- 
ing another high season with spotty cell service that is 
inconvenient at best, and dangerous at worst. 

East Hampton : 

Last fall, the Town of East Hampton published com- 
ments it received from hundreds of residents in a poll 
about cell service. The majority were: adamant that 
service needs to improve. 

“I rely on my cellphone for ALL communication and 
if I need a 911 call, I’m afraid I'll not be able to get a 
signal,” one respondent said. “I cannot even send a 


text message most of the time and in the summer it’s 


impossible. A disgrace and absolutely ridiculous.” 
Another commented, “I am a physician and see 


our current lack of wireless service in Springs and’ 


NW Woods as a public safety issue that must be 


fixed immediately,” 


But several initiatives by the town to improve cell 
service have been met with fierce opposition, and in 


- some cases litigation. 


The project that appears closest to getting done is a 
proposed tower at Camp Blue Bay, a Springs property 
owned by the Girl Scouts of Nassau County. In Decem- 
ber 2021, the East Hampton town board approved an 
agreement to erect an emergency communications 


_tower at the site, and Town Supervisor Peter Van Scoyoc 


was authorized to enter into a contract with wireless 
infrastructure company American Tower to install the 


town’s emergency communications equipment on the 


new tower, which will be built near the intersection of 
Flaggy Hold Road and Three Mile Harbor Road. 

The East Hampton Planning Department expects 
to receive the site plan application soon, according to 
Senior Planner Eric Schantz. Then, several additional

steps will be required before the tower can be built. 
“(The application) would be reviewed by our depart- 
ment and our consultants at CityScape,” Schantz said, 


_referring to the town’s wireless communication con- - 


sulting firm..“It would require a public hearing before 
the town planning board.” 
An application to construct a new tower on Springs 


; Fire Department property on Fort Pond Boulevard is 


also in the pipeline. The fire department, in partner- 
ship with East Patchogue-based Elite Towers, has pro- 
posed a 180-foot monopole that would replace a 150- 


foot stealth monopole currently on its property that a 


court order declared was illegally built. 
“The Springs Fire Department application is he 
plete and we are waiting for them to submit a draft 
environmental impact statement, which would ana- 
lyze all of the potential adverse impacts of the project,” 
Schantz said.

Southampton 

After much heated debate, Southampton Town's 
planning board voted in February 2022 to accept a 
pre-submission application from Verizon Wireless for 
a 153-foot monopole on a Sag Harbor Village property 
off the Bridgehampton-Sag Harbor Turnpike that is

Currently, the town is awaiting a site plan/special

The Town of Riverhead gratited a special permit and: 


site plan approval to Crown Castle Towers, a Houston- 
based company, to erect a new 120-foot monopole on 
a one-acre vacant lot on Fresh Pond Road in Calverton 
that will take the place of two existing Crown Castle 
towers on different sites, which the company would 
dismantle.

As covenants restricting 
the use of real property must be executed by the prop- 
erty’s owners, Crown Castle said the conditions placed 
on approval were impossible, and it sued the town for 
“effective denial” and “unreasonable delays.” 


North Fork 
The Town of Southold is exploring the possibility of 
contracting to have receiving cells installed on utility 


poles to boost connectivity on the North Fork. 

The town plans to issue a Request for Proposals to 
have a private company come in and evaluate the effec- 
tiveness of the cells and to present a plan for improving 
coverage, Southold Town Supervisor Scott Russell said. 

“We have been talking to carriers and private com- 
panies,” he said. “One of the issues we are realizing is 
that we need to overcome the legal challenges that you 
see in other communities by developing a plan that ad- 
dresses concerns prior to any presentation, not after. 
If we can’t show the companies that we support the 
projects, as a community then, they won't be inter- 
ested in trying to come into town and be met with the 
cost of litigation and the delays it would cause.”

is needed most,” she said.

(This series expresses the cognitive similarities 
between animals and humans. ... Animals and 
humans have indicated cognitive similarities in 
their thoughts and actions. As humans, we love, 
dislike, assimilate, aspire, enjoy humor and mu- 
sic, etc. and science is finding that animals are 
expressing similar cognitive thinking.) 


This painting reflects the situation in Ukraine. 


The people of Ukraine’s personal freedom is in 
jeopardy. The freedom of the fish above the control 
of the bowl, along with the colors of the Ukraine 


flag, express my thoughts of “freedom versus 


control.” 

I am so very impressed by the “Molon Labe’ at- 
titude of the Ukrainian people against the Rus- 
sian aggressors. Their strength and fortitude ex- 
press their love for their country. 


How was this piece created? Walk us — 


through your creative process. 
My creative process starts with thoughts con- 
cerning a subject. I select a storyline and then 


Start to write out some ideas which leads to 


many, many thumbnail sketches. Research and 
reference of images then follows. I then work on 
an actual-size composition along with a value 
study to indicate the forms and lighting direc- 
tion. Consideration of color combinations fol- 
low and the painting process begins. My pro-

What are your thoughts on the power of 
art to enact change? 

Throughout history, the influence of art in the 
form of painting, sculpture, architecture, fashion, 
music, etc. has always been thought-provoking 
for the viewer and has often affected change.

I am thinking about my artwork 
throughout the day and night and will continue 
to do so throughout the days ahead. My observa- 
tions will bring about new ideas, which I'll be able 
to express in my own fashion.

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Evan Brownstein Shows Chainsaw Sculpture at Duck Creek

e Arts Center at Duck Creek in 
East Hampton debuted a new out- 
door, site-specific collection of sculp- 
tures by Evan Brownstein last week- 
end and it offers something of a master 
class about how location, material and 
a particular moment in time can define 
a body of work. 

On view through June 26, Hannah... 
Hector...Henry...Hermes... features a 
series of Brownstein’s wood sculpture, 
all created using a chainsaw and large 
trees on the grounds of Duck Creek 
and a neighboring property owned by 
local artist Mica Marder in Springs. 
The rough-hewn, gestural works chan- 
nel the region’s deep connections with 
Abstract Expressionism, while also 
speaking to a very physical sense of 
place, as demonstrated by Brown- 
stein’s energetic mark making and the 
decades-old, local oak, walnut and 
maple trees from which his pieces are 
formed. 

A photographer who began work- 
ing with wood using more traditional, 
refined techniques over the past eight 
years in Los Angeles, Brownstein 
started exploring the chainsaw by ne- 
cessity after the pandemic hit. 

“That’s a really important part of 
the show and part of the underlying 
theme,” he says, noting that he took to 
photography at 10 years old and con- 
tinued until he tried making sculpture 
about a decade ago. “I was working in a 
wood shop and doing fine finished piec- 
es...using fine furniture techniques,” 
Brownstein says, adding, “I was always 
tied to a facility (wood shop or dark- 
room) for my whole life, and if that 
facility was closed, I basically wasn’t 


working. So, when COVID hit L.A. and 
everything closed, I spent the first two 
weeks in my house like everybody else, 
trying to figure out what was going on. 
But when I got the bug to start working 
again, really the chainsaw was the only 
tool that was available to me, because 
all the facilities were closed.” 

Before the pandemic led him to leave 
California and head to the Hamptons, 
where he spent summers while grow- 
ing up in NYC, Brownstein was already 
well into honing his chainsaw skills. “I 
started bringing wood into this aban- 
doned lot in Little Armenia in L.A., and 
I just started making sculpture with a 
chainsaw. Because of that, all of these 
marks I’m making on this material, it’s 
really tied to time and place in a way 
that feels pretty important to me, be- 
cause the chainsaw entered my work as 
a result of circumstance,” he says. 

“When COVID hit, I basically came

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here to get away from it,” he continues, 
pointing out that he arrived last win- 
ter and built a studio in the woods of 
Amagansett in order to continue the 
work he started during lockdown in 
L.A. By then, he'd grown to enjoy the 
chainsaw, both the act of using it and 
the results it produced. 

“I'd always been jealous of painters 
who could set up wherever and just 
get to work, where I didn’t have that 
kind of freedom or luxury (with pho- 
tography and fine woodworking). It felt 
super liberating to just bée able to make 
work wherever I wanted, whenever I

wanted,” Brownstein recalls, adding, — 


“The chainsaw is also a really aggres- 
sive tool so there’s probably some kind 
of catharsis amid ‘all of the shit that 
was going on, because of the physical- 
ity and how rugged the tool is.” 

Soon, the artist had new works 
underway and he applied for a show 
at Duck Creek, but the community- 
oriented arts center declined his ap- 


plication because Brownstein had only - 


been in town for a short time. This 
season, however, fate intervened in the 
form of a large, dead walnut tree East 
Hampton Town felled on the art cen- 
ter’s property. Executive Director Jess 
Frost remembered Brownstein used a 
chainsaw and she invited him to come 
“give it.a second life.” Plans for his 
show soon followed. 

From that tree, Brownstein carved 
the first piece in the show, “Talaria,” a 
7-foot sculpture based on the winged 
sandal of Hermes, messenger of the 
Greek gods. He was also able to make 
three carved ‘chairs and a second 
sculpture, “Untitled (towards a more 
complete understanding of calm),” be- 
fore moving on to different wood. 


Each piece in Hannah...Hector... 
Henry...Hermes... beautifully: demon- 
strates the chainsaw’s ability to make 
expressive strokes in the wood, layered 
with Brownstein’s deliberate gestures, 
the wood’s natural grain, imperfec- 
tions from years of growth and the 
cracks and weathering (checks and 
silvering) that come with time outside 
in this specific place. The final product 
is a symphony of marks — purpose- 


~ ful, accidental and natural — and it 


couldn’t exist in quite the same way 
anywhere else in the world. 
Brownstein says he smoothed, pol- 
ished and sealed his early chainsaw 
pieces, which had their own arresting 


‘beauty, but he recognized the power of 


this rougher, raw-wood approach. “The 
finished pieces, when they’re shiny and 
smooth and waxed, they’re just so eas- 
ily beautiful in an impressive way, like 
an ooh and ahh kind of way,” he ac- 
knowledges. “And it was hard for me to 
put that away. You get such satisfaction 
from the viewer when it’s all shiny and 
smooth, so it took some time for me,to 
be like, OK, that’s not the only way to 
make this thing powerful and beauti- 
ful.” 

The sculptures at Duck Creek, 
Brownstein says, will continue to age 
and turn gray through the natural 
“silvering” process, like an old dock 
on. Accabonac Harbor, adding, “Over 
the season, or two seasons, those will 


_ silver and finish themselves naturally.” 


In other words, this work has just 
begun to evolve.

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‘Mirror Man’: Ginew Benton’s 
Horror Film Reflects Dark History 


BY DAVID TAYLOR 


66 VM Man,” a 2022 short hor- 
ror film by Ginew Benton, has 
been gaining traction at film festivals 
across the country, and its Hamptons 
roots run deep ... deep into the mass 
graves of bygone residential schools. 

“Residential schools came about 
with the idea of ‘kill the Indian, save 
the man, and it ‘was all about tak- 
ing away all of our children from our 
communities because. we: practiced 
our traditional way of life,” explains 
Benton, a Hamptons-based director of 
Ojibway heritage. “They knew in one 
generation, if they could take all of our 
children, cut our hair, beat us every 
time we spoke our language or prac- 
ticed anything other than Christian- 
ity,” he continues, describing methods 
of forced assimilation. “There were 
kids who were more strong-willed 
than that, and those were most often 
the children who were murdered.” 

As a Native American, Benton had 
plenty of motivation to bring to light 
the atrocities committed in U.S. resi- 
dential schools as a means of extin- 
guishing a sense of Indigenous identity, 
a practice painfully similar to the situ- 
ation in Ukraine today; however, a fa- 
milial connection to the subject proved 
too great a motivation to ignore. 

“T really started thinking about my 
kookum (a Cree term of endearment 
for his maternal grandmother) ... she 


was a residential school survivor,” he | 


says. “And we say ‘survivor’ because 
they were the only schools to. have 
cemeteries; we call them survivors be- 
cause there are no graduates, and we 
acknowledge the horrific nightmares 
that happened at these residential 
schools to all of the children.” 

With his late grandmother’s experi- 
ence to share, Benton wrote the “Mir- 
ror Man” script between. 2018-2019, 
taking elements from various com- 
munities to form a “generalized true 
story” that would, hopefully, ring true 
to anyone who survived their story. 
The film’s narrative structure, too, 
was influenced by his grandmother. 

“What it felt like when she would 
tell her stories was like literally tak- 
ing you by the hand and walking you 
through a haunted house ... you go 
from room to room, and every room 
has a theme and a certain thing that 
happens in that room, and you get 
scared,” he explains. “I was thinking 
to myself, ‘Maybe I want to make this 


film that literally is how I felt when my 
grandmother would talk about it.” 

To that end, “Mirror Man” begins 
by introducing its audience to the 
house manager of a renovated former 
Hamptons residential school who is 
spooked by a shadowy figure in the 
mirror and calls the police to inspect 
the potential break-in. The officer, an 
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his family advised him to not hold back 


on the intensity of the imagery, if he 


truly wanted to take responsibility for 
the story. “Tell everything, brother, 
that’s what they said,” Benton shares, 
adding that the finished film received 
a more touching reception.: “When. I 
put everything in there that I wanted 
to, my mom said, ‘Your kookum would

Indigenous woman, is seen attempt- 
ing to rush to the call when her daugh- 
ter stops her to insist that she wears 
a megis (cowrie shell) necklace meant 
to remind her of her spiritually-mind- 
ed culture. When she arrives, she 
hears the ghostly voices and footsteps 
of children as the man in the mirror 
opens her eyes to a montage of horrors 
from the school’s past. 

Upon seeing his first cut of the film, 


be proud of you for telling her story.” 

“Mirror Man” was filmed at the 
Shinnecock-owned property on Sugar 
Loaf Hill, recently turned over to the 
nation after a 30-year battle to protect 
the sacred burial ground beneath the 
property — a fitting location. It stars 
Susanne Bone, Dylan Carusona and 
Greg Punda. 

A stark contrast from Benton’s 2020 
short sci-fi film “Looking Glass” — 


‘ which was filmed by cinematographer 


Bryan Downey and starred Benton 
due to actor scheduling conflicts — 
“Mirror, Man” was shot entirely by 
Benton on his iPhone 12. This allowed 
him to get especially creative with the 
shots and camera movements he was 
now able to pull off (and it also earned. 
him a job at LTV Studios, making 
iPhone documentaries on local com- 
munities and teaching students how 
to do the same). 

“I wanted to try to utilize techies 
that I had known with the actual mov- 
ing image. A lot of it is shot composi- 
tion, tone, coloring, art direction and 
cinematography,” .he says, adding 
that he much prefers being behind 
the camera. “I really wanted to take 


- control with this film and direct other 


people who are motivated and also 
wish to tell the story, as well.” 

Benton adds that packaging’ this 
Indigenous history as a uniquely writ- 
ten and filmed horror flick allows ‘it 
to reach a wider audience than those 
who might watch a purely educational 
documentary on the topic. “I like tak- 
ing something that’s deeply rooted in 
our traditional oral history and bring- 
ing it into more of a modern American 
style of filmmaking,” he says. “It’s a 
strategy in order to make something 
like a modern horror ‘film, but then. 
slide in that historical accuracy, where 
it’s entertaining and people want to 
watch it because it’s engaging, but you 
slip in the lesson of the story.” 

“Mirror Man” certainly is reaching 
a wider audience in the film festival 
circuit. It is an official selection of the 
Latino & Native American Film Festi- 
val, a summer finalist for Best Horror 
Film at the one-day Austin After Dark 
Film Festival, was a nominated final- 
ist at the Niagara Falls International 
Short Festival, won Best Short Film 
at NatiVisions Film Festival, won Best 
Horror Short at Tokyo Shorts, won 
Best Cellphone Short at Miami Inter- 
national Science Fiction Festival (MiS- 
ciFi) and won the Russell Bates Award 
for Indigenous Sc-Fi at MiSiFi, which 
Benton also won for “Looking Glass.” 

In accepting his second win from 
the Russell Bates family, he humbly 
admitted that he’d rather present the 
award to someone new next year, than 
win a third time. “I want more Indig- 
enous people to create science fiction 
— to create our stories in new and ex- 
citing ways,” he shares. 

As for his other awards and ac- 
colades, “they all mean exactly the 
same” to him. “It’s all a reflection of 
your progress and where you were 
in a particular time and a particular 
place,” he says, though he admits, 
“When you're acknowledged by peers, 
it would make anyone feel good.”

community. In honor of World Autism Month,

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Junior Lifeguard Program Quells 
Ocean Fears in Southampton 


SOUTHAMPTON VILLAGE JUNIOR LIFEGUARD PROGRAM CLASS OF 2021

rendan Regan knows. what it’s like to be the 

kid who’s afraid of the water. The longtime 
lifeguard and swim instructor wasn’t always at 
home in the roiling surf, but he conquered his fears 
as a young teen, and now he and his partner, physi- 
cal therapist Christine Brennan — also an experi- 
enced lifeguard and swim instructor — are show- 
ing local youths how to do the same through their 
Southampton Village Junior Lifeguard Program 
for kids ages 9-14 at Coopers Beach. 

The duo launched their program last year after 
Brennan heard the idea suggested at a Southamp- 
ton Trustees meeting and asked Regan if he’d run it 
with her — and they were amazed by the demand. 
With the help of the Coopers Beach lifeguards, Re- 


gan and Brennan quickly built a roster of 30 kids. 


ages 11-14 for their first summer program, and now 
they're returning with an expanded scope, which 
will include an additional group of 15-younger stu- 
dents, ages 9-10. 

“People signed up almost immediately, it was 
crazy. We were surprised. I guess people were look- 
ing for something like this,” Regan says, recalling 
how quickly the program filled up with a mix of 
both local and seasonal kids in 2021. . 

Regan and Brennan instruct their students us- 
ing Red Cross junior lifeguard standards, and by 
the end of the process each kid is technically certi- 
fied as a junior lifeguard by Red Cross, but it’s not 
a certification to move on to lifeguarding locally. 
“It lays the foundation for becoming a lifeguard,” 
Regan says, pointing out that both East Hampton 
and Southampton towns have cadet programs for 
15-year-olds, readying them to take a test and be- 
come ocean lifeguards at age 16, the starting age 
for ocean lifeguards in the Hamptons. 

And while Regan and Brennan’s program is 
definitely focused on lifeguarding skills, including 
saves, first aid, line work, swimming, introductory 
CPR and more, its true value is about building con-

fidence, self-esteem, independence and, of course, 
comfort swimming in the ocean. 

“I worked at beach clubs for almost 20 years as 
aquatics director, or head lifeguard or assistant 
manager, which pretty much all ended up mean-

ing the same thing. And I was always bringing kids - 


into the water,” Regan says. “It gets slow and bor- 
ing when it gets quiet, and if you see a kid who’s 
curious or a parent who’s curious, and you bring 
them in and out of the ocean, you can just see it in 


their face, like, ‘Oh, man. This thing is beautiful - 


and it’s not as scary as I thought it was.’ 


Regan remembers that fear of the ocean and the 


absolute joy of getting over it at around age 13 — 
something he now helps his students achieve. “I 
was very, very reserved as a kid. I didn’t want to 
push myself, didn’t want to be in danger, never 
wanted to go near anything where it didn’t seem 
like ’'d know exactly what was going on,” he says. 
“I remember starting to build the confidence. I re- 
member feeling super afraid and maybe the next 


‘summer being like, ‘OK, now I’m pushing myself,” 


Regan continues, pointing out that a lot of kids 
fear the ocean, especially if they haven’t grown up 
around it. “It’s cool to see the apprehension and the 
fear in a kid’s eyes on even a small day of waves, 
and you teach them how to go under a wave. Then

they go under the next wave by themselves, and 
then you come in and, universally, they’re laugh- 
ing, they’re happy, they’re excited, they’re high- 
fiving, they’re bragging to their parents about it.” 

Last year’s group had kids of all ability levels, 
according to Regan, who says they teach to each 
student’s skills. “It’s really the full spectrum. You 
don’t realize until the kids are in front of you, but 
11-14 is really a wide range. A young 11-year-old 
and an older 14-year-old are almost like two differ- 
ent species,” he says. 

“We had the older kids who were really ‘dicelicnt 
swimmers, we felt we could push them to do the 


‘full, real version of a lifeguard save using all the 


equipment — the torps (torpedo, aka “Baywatch 
buoy”) and the lines and stuff — and then all the 
way down to the little 11-year-olds who were very 
not confident in the water at all, and really didn’t 
have much swim stroke technique. It’s the gamut,” 
Regan continues. “But definitely everybody leaves 
the program a couple steps up from where they 
entered, whether they’re kids who've never really 
touched the ocean before, to surf rats who then 
step it up and become’almost a version of a proto- 
lifeguard.” 

Regan explains that each day is a little different 
depending on the surf, and while they push kids, 


safety is always paramount, “Kids show up, warm 


up, stretch. It’s pretty condition dependent. We al- 
ways get in the water. If it’s calmer, it’ll be more 
endurance and more long swims out to the buoys 
and really doing real versions of the saves out in 
the water,” he says. “If it’s very rough we'll do the 
land stuff and then Christine or myself will take 
the kids out one or two at a time and push them. 
The goal is to really push the kids a little bit out 
of their comfort zone into a piace where in the end 
they’re better off.”

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Janis Ian: Legendary Multi-Grammy-Winning 
Singer-Songwriter’s Last Long Island Gig

anis Ian is coming to The Suffolk 

Theater in Riverhead, and it’s a big 
deal for fans and anyone who cares 
about exquisite, intimate songwrit- 
ing and performance from a master 
at her craft. 

Not only is the legendary. artist- 
singer-songwriter on a “Last North 
American Tour” after five decades of 
writing, producing and performing, 
her gig on May 8 at The Suffolk The- 
ater in Riverhead is the only Long Is- 
land date on that tour, and will be the 
last chance for fans to see the two- 
time Grammy winner live in a Long 
Island venue. 

Ian’s best known ‘hit, “At Seven- 
teen” — a classic ode to teenage angst 
and the perils of pining for popularity 
amidst the mean girl madness — is 
as relevant today in our super-selfie, 
“like”-obsessed and bullying culture 
as it was in 1975 when it debuted, 
topping the charts and moving her al- 
bum Between the Lines at the time to 
number one on the Billboard charts. 
(In 1975, Ian was one of two musical 
guests — the other Billy Preston — to 
perform on the very first episode of 
Saturday Nite Live where she played 
“At Seventeen.”) 

Her catalogue of more than 20 
albums is filled with songs ranging 
from the personal to the political. Her 
newest release, The Light at the End 
of the Line, which came out in-Janu- 
ary of this year, is her first album of 
new material in 15 years. Released on 
her Rude Girl Records label, it’s an- 
other “finale” of sorts for Ian, who has 
said it is her last solo studio album. 
Give it a listen, and you'll see she is 
going out on a high note. 

So yes, Janis Ian, the iconic folk 
legend, is retiring from the road. And 
she means it, even when asked if this 
final farewell tour is akin to Cher’s fi-

nal farewell tour, in that she says it, 
but then somewhere along the way 
she changes her mind and is back on 
stage doing yet another “final tour.” 
“You know, I love Cher but she’s re- 
ally ruined it for all of us,” responds 
Ian, with her wry, dry delivery. “No, 
I’m done, I’m done. I’m doing Europe 
and the U.K. next year and Ireland 
and maybe Scandinavia, but I’m 


done. I’ve got a few things I want to 
do in terms of teaching, and I may 
combine them with concerts, but it’s 
not going to be a tour ... I’m finished. 
Tm 71, you know.” 

Ian has certainly earned the right 
to retire from the grind of touring. 
By most accounts a child prodigy, 
she became proficient on numerous 
instruments at a young age and has 


been writing, recording and perform- 
ing since she was a teen. The daugh- 
ter of mixed-race parents, Ian grew 
up Jewish in New Jersey and broke 
through with a controversial hit, “So- 
ciety’s Child,” in the 1960s about a 
forbidden interracial romance by the 
girl’s mother, frowned upon by peers 
and society. It wasn’t an easy release 
at the time, but the song resonated 
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and put her on the map. 

She -has lived through the chal- 
lenges of fame at an early age, two 
marriages to two different men and 
is now living with her wife Patricia 
- Snyder (they've been together for 
over 32 years) in the Tampa Bay area 
of Florida after decades of living in 
Tennessee. (Ian writes a funny blog 
called “Conversations with My Wife” 
inspired by real-life conversations 
with Synder that she says she writes 
“whenever something that strikes me 
as funny and I have the time to follow 
up on it.”) 

Tan’s talent for translating her in- 
sights and observations into words 
and crafted songs, as well as her abil- 
. ity to mesmerize an audience with her 
intimate performances and musical 
ability, is clearly a gift. She seems de- 
‘termined now to move on to the next 
stage of her life — off the stage — and 

is doing so on her terms. 

“Everyone gets an exit plan except 
‘us entertainers, and we are now hav- 
ing to write the map for our own exit 
plan,” Ian says. “(Joan) Baez is writ- 
ing the map, and Elton (John) is writ- 
~ ing the map, and I’m writing the map. 
We're writing the map for whoever 
comes after us.”

graciously gave Dan’s Papers some 
time via telephone during her busy 
touring schedule to talk about her 
upcoming gig at Suffolk Theater, her 
new album and what she plans to do 
after her final farewell tour. 


“Final tour” sounds so ... final. 
I’m sure fans resist that for selfish 
reasons, as in “We need you, Janis” 
— but that’s a good thing, right? 

Yes, it is a good thing and that’s part 
of the reason why I wrote “The Light 
at the End of the Line” — and the key 
line in that is, “in due time there will 
be someone else who will see all the 
good in your heart, even when we're 
apart... ; 


Your new album, 15 years in 
the making ... 

I knew I was going to make an ale 
bum at some point, and I also knew 
that I wasn’t going to make another 
album until I had what I considered 
to be 15 impeccable songs. And that 
took a while, and one day I looked 
up and thought, “Oh, there they are.” 
And I think every one of these songs 
is as good as I’m ever going to do, so (I 
said) it’s time to make an album. 


What can we expect from your 
show at Suffolk Theater? 
Variety. It wouldn’t be fair to do a 


tour and not do “At Seventeen” or “So- 
ciety’s Child.” I’ve got friends there — 
Jim D’Addario lives out there who’s 
supplied me with strings and gear for 
decades now — one of the few com- 
panies that actually supported female 
musicians like me, so he’s coming to 
the show. Judy Collins will be at the 
show. Just a bunch of friends who are 
coming to shows now (laughs) — this 
is called “the famous friends tour” 
because the other night was Arlo 
Guthrie and there was Jean Smart, 
there was Joan Baez... We are all try- 
ing to write-the map and make it work 
so that we don’t have to constantly be 
on the road or be away to be creative. 


How do you feel about playing 
Long Island? 

I'm excited to play on the island 
— that’s my only Island gig and I’ve 
been playing on the island since I was 
14 and taking the LIE out there. I’m 
looking forward to it, I’ve heard a lot 
about the theater. It’ll be fun. 


You were a teen when your 
career began — what were your 
goals and wishes at the time? 

Well, they changed. My goal when I 
was much younger was to be a Beatle 
— to be really world famous and to 
have everybody stop me on the street 
and want autographs and all of that 


stuff, and I think you reach a certain 
point where you have all of that and 
you realize that it’s not nearly as 
much fun as you thought it would be 
(laughs), and it’s no fun being locked 
in a hotel room for days on end. 

If you're fortunate, you also get ex- 
posed to people like Dave Van Ronk 
or Odetta who take their work very 
seriously — those writers and those 
artist and singers and performers, 
and later on Stella Adler and people 
who make you aware that with talent 
comes responsibility, and that you 
are also part of a lineage that goes 
back to the cave people — the first 
person who told a story. ... That’s a 
lineage that’s thousands and thou- 
sands of years old — those bones 
you stand on. And it’s important 
to acknowledge and live up to that 
lineage. 

So I have a very elevated idea of 
what it is to be an artist ... are you 
going to be a help to the world or 
are you going to be a bum or a com- 
plete hindrance and make everybody 
nuts? I think we’ve seen too much of 
that lately. 


Do you ever look back and re- 
alize your own impact and what 
you’ve created? 

I don’t think about it. It’s not that 
important. I mean, it’s important for 
other people and it’s fantastic that it’s 
done the good — and it continues to 
do good. “At Seventeen” continues to 
make people feel better — and that’s 
really amazing, that that song would 
have that kind of life. But beyond that 
I don’t give it that much thought be- 
cause I’m not interested in what I’ve 
done. I’m interested in what I’m doing. 


Describe a perfect “Janis Ian” 
day. 

I would read. Play with my dog. 
Maybe do some cooking, maybe eat 
out at a good restaurant. Maybe go 
kayaking. I don’t know — it’s been so 
many years since I’ve had the luxury 
of being bored that it’s hard for me to 
imagine what it will be like, but I con- 
sider it a very worthy goal in my life. 


Aside from music, what do you 
love to do? 

I'm not a big fan of radishes, 
but outside of that, pretty much 
everything.

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Remembering Rose Walton: HIV/AIDS 
Educator, Activist and LGBTQ Ally. 
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ROSE WALTON, WHO WAS ALSO A PILOT, TAKING WIFE MARGE SHERWIN FOR A RIDE

Hs and minds were deeply 
touched at the news that Rose 
Walton passed away on April 9 after 
a long illness. She was 85. Her legacy 
and impact on the East End and in 
the LGBTQ+ community at ‘large as 
a fierce and effective ally, activist and 
educator will never be forgotten. 

Walton was raised in Oak Hill, West 
Virginia, received her bachelor’s de- 
gree in physical education at Slippery 
Rock University in Pennsylvania and 
went on to receive a master’s degree 
at Peabody College (now Vanderbuilt 
University in Nashville Tennessee) and 
an Ed.D. doctorate of education degree 
from Nova Southeastern University in 
Florida. 

She met her future wife and life 
partner of 45 years, Marge Sherwin, a 
self-described “true New Yorker”, on a 
trip to Florida and the couple shared a 
house in Remsenburg from 1973 until 
two years ago when they sold it and 
moved permanently to the West Coast 
of Florida to live in the home that Wal- 
ton had built there and kept since 1971. 

The Rose Walton Care Services for 
HIV/AIDS at the newly named Edie 
Windsor Healthcare Center, now in 
Hamptons ‘Bays, is a testament to 
Walton’s imprint and impact. Her fear- 
less, focused efforts in the 1980s and 
1990s to bring HIV/AIDS education 
and healthcare to the East End had a 


ripple effect nationally at a time when 
fear versus funding was the operative 
word. 

As an educator, Walton taught at 
Stony Brook University, served as an 
administrator at the Stony Brook Uni- 
versity School of Allied Health and 
started the first HIV/AIDS Hotline and 
Resource Center on Long Island with 
the blessings of the deans of the school 
who were ultimately astounded at the 


overwhelming response at the time, 


according to her surviving spouse. 
Walton is also fondly remembered as 
an effective member and co-chair of 
the (now defunct) East End Gay Orga- 
nization (EEGO), fighting for LGBTQ+ 
causes, rights and equality. 

We wanted to honor Rose Walton 
with some remembrances shared from 
some of her friends, community mem- 
bers, and the person who knew her 
best, her spouse Marge Sherwin, who 
shared 45 years with Walton.

Rose Walton was a pioneer from 
the earliest days of HIV/AIDs and she 
spearheaded the entire AIDS educa- 
tion movement trying to educate gay 
men and others in the spreading of 
HIV.

ampton Hospital under the new now- 
named Edie Windsor Healthcare 
Clinic is the Rose Walton HIV/AIDS

Education Center. She was a pioneer- 
educator. 

When I followed her (as co-chair of 
EEGO) ... I saw firsthand her leader- 
ship qualities in rallying the East 
End people, straight and gay, to ally 


with us, to get some equal rights on.

partnership. 

She was a strategic leader ... she un- 
derstood that you just’ didn’t scream 
in the streets. You had to have meet- 
ings with our local legislature. She set 
them up. Meetings with people who 
owned restaurants. Get the people 
who owned restaurants to understand 
that we spend money and that they 
need to support our projects — and 
they did.

My husband Brian (Mott) and I met 
Rose and Marge late in life; but Rose’s 
energy, focus and intelligence were still 
so intact, so clear. We met through our 
mutual friendship with Edie Windsor, 
so we knew we were in great compa- 
ny. I read Rose’s book, By Any Other 
Name, and my respect for her strength 
and humor only deepened. 

I have been a patient at the Rose 
Walton HIV/AIDS Care Center since 
its inception, and I feel such gratitude 
to have known and cared for someone 
whose work has been so instrumental 
to my own health journey. ;

a cocktail party and said to her, “Why 
are you doing this? You are helping the 
men. The men would not stand up to the 
women if this was reversed.” And she 
looked at them and she said, “Women 
are also getting AIDS.” It was a very in- 
teresting exchange. 

-The people that knew = then un- 
derstood that quietness and that force 
behind her quietness. The people who 
didn’t know her then are amazed at 
what she accomplished ... she was an 


administrator at Stony Brook, she ran 


the AIDS Resource Center, she was the 
chair of the Allied Health Care Curricu- 
lum ... when she retired they hired two 
or three people — it was } amazing — to 
take all her jobs. — 

I think today she would want to help 
with the transgender issues and mak- 
ing kids safe in schools here.

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A Tale of Two Hamptons: Serving the Hamptons 
Takes Us Behind the Curtain of Hamptons Life

here is an intersection. where Route 27 and Mon- 

tauk Highway become an asphalt welcome mat 
to the Hamptons. While Waze has given us short- 
cuts, eventually you'll find yourself at the windmill 
in East Hampton, the Napeague Stretch, or Main 
Street in Southampton. No matter how you get there, 
different worlds come together in The Hamptons. 

Very. Different. Worlds. 

The juxtaposition of those worlds compelled Rob- 
ert “Bobby” Friedman, a showbiz veteran who has 
been at the tip of the spear for decades, and veteran 
journalist, author, content creator, and producer Te- 
resa Sorkin, to put together the Discovery + series 
Serving the Hamptons. The premise is simple: tell 
the story of a group of young people who live togeth- 
er in an outrageous house and work at 75 Main, one 
of the most popular restaurants in the Hamptons. 

Speaking to both Friedman and Sorkin, the pitch 
is the same. 

“It’s Summer House meets Vanderpump Rules 
with a land-locked touch of Below Deck,” said Fried- 
man, founder of Bungalow Media. “A share house on 
steroids, without the yuck factor...and the network 
bought the show over a glass of rose on the back 
porch of 75 Main.” 

Friedman’s Zoom background is like an establish- 
ing shot in a film. He speaks with infectious enthu- 
siasm, smiling broadly. His shelves and walls tell his 
story in the perfectly-framed image with photos and 
trinkets. Some of the industry’s most famous tro- 
phies are clearly visible, including the MTV Space- 
man that has served as the network’s Oscar since the 
first ceremony in 1984. However, Friedman’s moon 
man is unique: It is one of the prototypes acquired 
when he was a young executive at MTV, right out of 
Columbia Business School, having been there when 
The Buggles’ “Video Killed the Radio Star” sent the 
message to the world that entertainment had offi- 
cially changed. 

Sorkin is the child of Italian immigrants. Her father, 
Rocco Launi, was a master tailor who came to the US, 
worked for Calvin Klein, and began his own successful 
business. Her mother, Tina, was a strict Italian mom 
who could be sharp and biting but with the simple goal 
of pushing her daughter to be the best. They lived in 
Manhattan’s trendy SoHo neighborhood. 

“My dad was the sweet one; my mom was the 
tough one,” said Sorkin. : 

After graduating from New York University, Sor- 
kin lived in Milan, attending business school. While 
there, she modeled, which led to her becoming an 
entertainment reporter on Italy’s RAI network. Af- 
ter living in Rome, she returned to the US and began 
her career in the American entertainment industry, 
developing television shows for networks including 
MTV and A&E. 

Friedman is also a native New Yorker and a 30-

Erdem’s staff live in a Hamptons home that pro- 
vides the perfect stage for a Bacchanalian but pe- 
destrian world. One minute they are serving Leo Di- 
Caprio, and the next, they’re in a hot tub and trying 
to live up to Erdem’s rule of no employee hook-ups.

year entertainment business veteran. He was re- 
cently president of Radical Media & Entertainment. 
Prior to that, he was President of AOL, Interactive 
Marketing, TV, & Ad Sales; Co-Chairman of New 
Line Cinema in charge of Worldwide Theatrical 
Marketing and Licensing, and President of New Line 
Television, which he launched for the company. He 
became CEO of Bungalow Media + Entertainment, 
which he founded over six years ago. Bungalow’s 


recently produced credits include It Couldn't Hap- 


pen Here for SundanceTV and AMC+, the four-part 
mini-series Surviving Jeffrey Epstein for Lifetime, 
the five-part mini-series The Preppy Murder: Death 
in Central Park for AMC/Sundance, The Panama 
Papers for EPIX, and Roswell: The First eee 
for History, among others. 

Friedman and Sorkin met years ago through the 
industry. They are both lifelong lovers of the Hamp- 
tons and have the same eye for a good story. 

“You never stop looking for a good story,” said 
Friedman about executive producing Serving the 
Hamptons. 

Sorkin had been trying to find a good hook for a 
Hamptons-based television show. “I wanted .a show 
that could go behind the curtain of the rich and 
famous Hamptons and tell the stories of the other 
people who play a part in that life,” said Sorkin. © 

She settled on Zach Erdem’s 75 Main as the per- 
fect place. Friedman agreed. 

“Zach has one of the greatest stories you will ever 
hear,” said Friedman. “He is unforgettable, and so 
are his employees.” 

“He lived in a cave in Turkey, made his way here 
with nothing, and has become one of the most pop- 


- ular people in a place where everyone wants to be 


important,” said Sorkin. “His employees reflect him, 


order. But, it all plays out in the series, and it is all 
authentic. 

“We all know many reality shows are at the very 
least partially scripted,” said Friedman. Serving the — 
Hamptons is authentic, and it makes for great televi- 
sion.” 

Sorkin agreed. “I only want to produce something 
that I would watch, that feels authentic, so it was 
important for us to give the viewers something they 
could really believe.” 

When COVID shut down tie Hamptons, Sorkin 
continued to try to put the show together but found a 
new focus in the wake of tragedy. Her beloved moth- ~ 
er Tina succumbed to the virus, just 15 days after 
Teresa’s aunt lost her COVID fight. 

“The loss, the pain, is too deep to. understand, es 
said Sorkin, whose father Rocco died several years 
ago. Over the last couple of years, it is just so much - 
heaviness, so much upheaval. So I channeled my — 
loss into something fun and inspirational, making 
Serving the Hamptons a reality.” 

Sorkin said Friedman was the man to make it hap- 
pen. “When he believes in a project, Bobby makes 
deals fast. He knows the business, and understands 
what people want to see. So it made sense to work 
with Bobby and Bungalow.” . 

“This industry is not easy, and all you have is trust 
in those who will work with you,” said Friedman. 
trust Teresa’s instincts-and the team at Discovery,

used their global reach for a show like this.” 
Friedman and Sorkin hope Serving the Hamp- 

tons will be back for another season, and as the in- 

tersection at Route 27 and Montauk Highway gets 


‘busier every weekend, it promises. to be one of thé 


biggest and most successful summers the East End 


has ever seen. 


“This show is what makes life. interesting,” said 
Friedman. “What it takes to live in this glamorous 
world, 24 hours a day, is what makes this — so 
fun and unexpected.” 

“You need to watch and see that real stories and 
characters are all around you,” said Sorkin. “They 
get you.just to put it out there, and follow your in- 
stinct, just like every member of our cast does every | 
day when they go to work. Real people going after 
their dreams will always be a great SORE to watch
